2. (withdrawn) A housing according to claim 1 wherein the at least one mounting stud of the 
wall plate comprises an upper mouxxti^g stud and a lower mounting stud and wherein the slot of the 
base comprises an upper slot and a lower slot for receiving the upper mounting stud and the lower 
mounting stud» respectively, of the wall plate. 

3. (withdrawn) A housing according to claim 1 wherein the cover comprises at least one 
mounting stud protruding outwardly therefiom for removably mounting a wall-mount telephone to 
the housing.

10. (currently amended) A houoing aeeording to claim 1 furthor comprising A housing for 
mounting to a wall pl ate having at least one mounting stud protmding outvyardlv therefrom, the 
housing comorising: 

_a_base having a slot formed t herein for receiving ihe mounting stud of the wall plate to 
removably mount the housing to the wall nlate: 

a cover overlying the base and attached thereto, the cover and the base defining a cavitv 
therebetween: 

a Phone jack dis posed within the cavity and accessible through the coven and 
a locking mechanism for securing the housing to the wall plat e, the locking medhanism 
sUdinglv and whcnxrin tho loddng mechoniom i o movable between an unlocked position and a 
locked position without the use of a tool and comprising a gtop portion, the stop portion obstructing 
the slot in the locked p osition to prevent the housing from being removed from the wall plate . 

1 1 . (withdrawn) A housing for mounting to a waU plate having at least one mounting stud 
protruding outwardly therefipm, the housing coxnprising: 

a base having a slot formed therein for receiving the mounting stud of the wall plate to 
removably mount the housitxg to the wall plate; and 
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a cover overlying the base and attached thereto, the cover having at least one viewing 
window for viewing the mounting stud of the wall plate while the housing i$ attached to the wall 
plate. 

12, (withdrawn) A housing according to claim 1 1 wherein the at least one mountibg stud of the 
wall plate comprises an upper mountii^ stud and a lower mounting stud and wherein the at least 
one viewing window of the cover comprises an upper window for viewing the upper mounting stud 
of the wall plate and a lower window fox viewing the lower mounting stud of the wall plate.

1 9. (witfidrawn) A housing according to claim 1 8 further comprising a filter circuit disposed 
witiiin the cavity and electrically connected in series between the line cord and at least one of the 
phone jack, the secondary phone jack and the DSL jack for deUvering a filtered voice signal to the 
at least one of the phone jack, the secondary phone jack and the DSL jack, 

20. (withdrawn) A housing according to claim 16 further comprising a phone jack accessible 
through the cover and wherein the phone plug is electrically connected to a phone jack on the wall 
plate and the phone jack of the housing is electrically connected to a wall-mount telephone.

25. (currently amended) A housing according to claim 34 23 wherein the locking means 
comprises a slide lock having a grip portion adjacent one end and a stop portion adjacent the other 
end, the stop portion not obstructing the slot of the base in aa tiie unlocked position aad obstructing 
the slot of the base in a flie locked position. 

26. (original) A hoxising according to claim 25 wherein the grip portion extends outwardly 
from the housing in the unlocked position and is substantially flush with the housing in the locked 
position* 

27. (original) A housing according to claim 26 wherein the slide lock has a recess formed 
therein and wherein the locking means fiirther comprises a pair of opposed guide ribs extending 
inwardly from one of the base and the cover for guiding the stop portion and a retaining rib 
extending inxvardly from the other of the base and the cover into the recess to retain the stop portion 
between the guide ribs. 

28. (currently amended) A housing according to claim 34 23 wherein the locking means 
comprises a push-button lock having an actuating portion adjacent one end and a stop portion

29. (original) A housing according to claim 28 wherein the actuating portion extends outwardly 
from the housing in the unlocked position and is substantially flush with the housing in the locked 
position.

33. (original) A housing accordii^ to claim 3 1 wherein the sUde lock has a recess foraied 
therein and the housmg further comprises a pair of opposed guide ribs extending inwardly from one 
of the base and the cover for guiding the stop portion and a retaining rib extending inwardly from 
the other of the base and the cover into the recess to retain the stop portion between the guide ribs. 
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34. (original) A housing for mounliag to a wall plate having at least one mounting stud 
protruding outwardly ttxerefbom, the housing coniprising: 

a base having a slot formed therein for receiving the mounting stud of the wall plate to 
removably attach the base to the wall plate; 

a cover overlyix^g the base and attached thereto, the base and the cover defining a cavity 
therebetween; and 

a push-button lock disposed substantially within the cavity and having an actuating portion 
adjac^it one €sad and a stop portion adjacent the other end, the stop portion not obstructing the slot 
of the base in an uxilocked position and obstmcting the slot of the base in a locked position. 

35. (origmal) A housing according to claim 34 wherein the actuating portion extends outwardly 
firom the housing in the unlocked position and is substantially flush with the housing in the locked 
position. 

36. (currently amended) A housing according to claim 34^ 34 wherein the housing further 
comprises a pair of opposed retaining chps extending inwardly firom the base and tiie stop portion 
has a pair of opposed retaining posts for engaging the retainiixg clips to retain the stop portion in the 
locked position.

38. (withdi:awn) A housing according to claim 37 fhrther comprising at least one auxihary jack 
electrically connected to the line cord. 

39. (withdrawn) A housing according to claim 38 wherein the at least one auxiliary jack 
comprises a secondary phone jack and a DSL jack. 

40. (withdrawn) A housiug according to claim 39 wherein the filter circuit is electrically 
connected in series between the line cord and at least one of the phone jack of the housing, the 
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secondary phone jack arid the DSL jack to deliver a filtered voice signal to the at least one of the 
phone jack of the housing, the secondary phone jack and the DSL jack. 

41 . (withdrawn) A housing according to claim 37 wherein the line cord of the housing is 
configured for a fiist telephone line and a second telephone line and wherein the filter circuit 
delivers a filtered voice signal to only one of the first telephone line and the second telephone line. 

42. (withdrawn) A housing according to claiin 37 wherein the line cord of the housing is 
configured for a first telephone line and a second telephone line and wherein the filter ciicuit 
deUvers a filtered voice signal to both the first telephone line and the second telephone line. 
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
